The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not teach or make obvious an automatic brake system for a vehicle 
comprising a forward-mounted preceding obstacle detection unit, a control unit that 
varies an assumed characteristic of manual steering operation with respect to a 
condition of a vehicle travel path and executing an automatic braking operation to avoid 
a potential collision with the obstacle based on the assumed manual steering 
characteristic where the assumed manual steering operation characteristic that is varied 
comprises at least one of a maximum steering angle and a steering speed.
